as they allo with alf their hearrs at this preſent thill pray, defire 
and beſeech God continvaliy for the lame, Bur for tharby 
thilayd Inftruttion dared in May atorclayd (v hereunto other 
Acts and Comnutlions have a reference) it doth clcercly and 
eaMently appeare , thattheir layd Highnelle do as yet centi- 
nue in their yngrounded pretence, that a certaine right and 
title doth yet belopg and appertaine vnto them, toand inthe 
ſavd Neth:rlands ; whercas to the contrary the ſayd State's doe 
evidently, plat ly, and withovt contraciction mainraine and

ing all the miſeries , hurts and ctoubles which the Nether- 
lands , and their neighbours , together with the inhabitants 
thereof, by meanes of che aforclaid vnlawfull pretcnces, haue 
ſuffered and indured, and yet were likely toſuffer and en- 
dure.

ingthe point of Religion; and yetat anotherrime, they faid 
they muſt conſult with them of Spaine touching the poinrof 
Religion , and that rovching the ſame, and concerning the 
poine of generall craff:cke and nauigation, ſome of them 
mult exprelly goe into Spaine. And although thatthe afore- 
{aid States Generall , perceiving the ſaid proceedings might 
well haue broken vp theſaid Treacie, notwithitanding con- 
fidering the great importance thereof, and deſiring for their 
parts before God, and beforeall Kings, Potentates, Princes, 
and Common-wealthsof Europe, and ſpecially before the 
Commons of the vnired Pr6uinces, ro make knowne , that 
they wich all cheir hearts, and vprightly defice co alter and 
 +chaygethe long, hurtfull, and bloodie warres of the Nether- 
lands, into a godly, honorable, and anaflured peace, for the 
comfort and vnburthening notonely of the Inhabtrants of the 
' Netherlands, but alſo of De neighbour countries and king- 
domes; thought g0d by the aduiceand good counſell of 
the Ambaſladors of the Kings of Great Britaine, France, 
Denmurke, &c. and of the Evangelical Eletors and Princes 
of Germanic { whoat their carneſt requeſts, were ſent vnto 
the Netherlands, to aide and afſitt chem in the ſaid Treatie 
and bufinefle ot ſo great imporrance } that one of the Depu- 
ties for the King and the Arch-dukes, ſhould goe into Spaine, 
to vnderſtand che Kings abſolute incent and meaning, not- 
wichſtanding ic was exyrelly ſignified and declared by the 
States , that they would notconſenr vnto the like delihera- 
tion, but- onely for that time, and thar the ſaid Depurie 
ſhouid cxprelly returne againewith che ſaid relolution, with- 
in rwo moneths then next afterenſuing. And tothatend the

Allo , that the- 
fayd Kipg and Archdukes, and the ſayd States , inqualitic a- 
foreſaid , together with their reſpeQiue ſubieAs and inhabi- 
rants ſhould from thencefoorth live in good friendſhip, with- 
out viing any moreholtilitie, with forgetting of all torepaſ- 
ſed Gauſes and aftions. Bur in the procetle of the Treatie, the 
Deputies-in the behalfe of the taid King and. Arch-dukes,. 


- ſoughtto abridge and diminifh the aforelaid acknowledged 


freedome of the V nited Prouinces, in the principalleft point 
thercof, and to make it ofnoeffeQ , as amongtt the reft, ex. 
preſly in the generall trafficke and navigation, with the con- 
cesthereof, wherein the chiete and principall welfare 
of the aforeſaid Prouinces eonfiiteth. .

'ownes, held and-poflciſed bythe States, as alſo ofthe Vi1la- 
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gion, without making any free or open propolr ion thereof: 
- and being viged to ſpeake their mindes treely and fully there. 
in, ſometime they ſaid, tha they wovld not doe any thing 
contrarieto thefreedome and (oueraigntie ( to theditl.ke or 
diſcontentment of the Stares ofthe vnited Provinces)touch- 
ingthe point of Religion; and yerat anothertime, they faid 
they muſt conſule with them of Spaine touching the point of 
Religion , and thar touching the ſame, and concerning the 
poinc of generall craff:cke and nauigation, ſome of them 
muſt exprely goeinto Spaine. And although thatthe a'ore-
